WHEREAS the Prasar Bharati ( Broadcasting Corporation of India ) Amendment Bill , 
1998 has been passed by the House of the People and is pending in the Council of 
Staics ; 


AND WHEREAS the Prasar Bharati (Broadcasting Corporation of India ) Amendment 
Ordinance , 1998 , to give effect to the provisions of the said Bill and to make certain 
other amendments to the Presar Bharati (Broadcasting Corporation of India ) Act, 1990 
WAS promulgated by the President on the 29th day of August, 1998 ; 


AND WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that 
circutmıstancos cxist which render it accessary for him to take immediate action to give 
continued effect to the provisions of the said Ordinance ;
